F us in every Age before Death 

Approaches , we have manifold 
Fore-Warnings of his Coming , and 
when Death appears, God- uſually 
brings with 1t tome Joynt- Warnings, 
ro prepare us further for our ſpeedy 
Difſolution. And firſt, before Death 
makes a Seizure., there is commonly 
Pain , like a Harbinger , ſent before, 
to warn-the Soul to entertain the- Al- 


mighty 
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mighty witha prefent and diligent re- 


newing of their Faith and Repentance; 
for God could have taken Men out of 
the World without Pain or Sickneſs ; 
by a ſudden Chavge, in the twinkling of 
an eye , 1Cor. 15. 51, 52, but the D- 
vine Wiſdom ſaw it not neceſlary: 

IF. When the Lord appeared unto 


the Patriarchs, Prophets, and, Apoſtles, 
and vouchſaf'd. unto them Viſions of 


his Glory , he uſed commonly to ſend 
before, as a Marſhal, or Uſher, /ome 
great fer Gen. 15. 12, Exod. 3. 6.10 
that they fell down as dead Men, Ezeh.
